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A Renaissance In American 
Idealism 


(By Mrs. F. M. Rathmer) 


Ten years ago our country embarked upon 
a ‘‘war to end war.’’ It was Eastertide, and 
the souls of men revolted at the irony that 
clothed the Risen Christ in the panoply of 
Mars. Yet the nation went courageously forth 
to war, in the high hope that victory would 
mean the overthrow of militarism, and the es- 
tablishment of a new international order bas- 
ed on justice and world democracy. Billions 
of dollars were expended and millions of lives 
were oftered in ‘the struggle ‘‘to make the 
world safe for democracy.’’ 

America’s part in achieving an overwhelm- 
ing victory for the Allies is written in the book 
of history. But after the victory was gained 
and the enemy vanquished, the same book 
records also the most iniquitous peace settle- 
ment in modern history, and the utter failure 
of the diplomats at Versailles to comprehend 
the fundamental conditions of world peace. It 
is futile, either to censure Woodrow Wilson’s 
methods, or to explain his failure. We know 
that he failed, that the Treaty of Versailles 
sowed anew the dragon’s teeth of future wars, 
and that the League of Nations was essentially 
an alliance of imperialistic powers mutually 
guaranteeing the sanctity of booty grabbed 
from weaker nations. And we know how trag- 
ically the disillusioned masses of the world 
have reacted to broken promises and shattered 
hopes with a cynical negation of evolutionary 
progress, which threatens the foundations of 
society in every continent of the globe. 

Is there no balm in Gilead, is there no phys- 
ician there? Must wars recur in every genera- 
tion? To these questionings Senator Borah’s 
resolution, introduced in the Senate during the 
recent session of Congress, comes as a ray of 
light in the darkness. The resolution, if adopt- 
ed, would authorize the President, by and with 
the advice of the Senate, to enact treaties in 
which the signatory powers declare war to be 
a erime against the law of nations. It pro- 
poses to abandon forever the use of war as an 
instrument for settling international disputes; 
to outlaw war as an institution; to destroy 
completely the legal status of war; and to re- 
move from war the protection, prestige, and 
sanction it has hitherto enjoyed as a legally 
recognized institution. 

The Borah ‘‘Outlawery of War’’ plan dif- 
fers from the League of Nations in that it in- 
volves no surrender of sovereignty, and pre- 
serves complete freedom of action on the part 
of the signatory powers. While the League 
binds its member nations to war against an 
offending power, the Borah plan places no 
nation under any obligation to act jointly with 
others. Its fundamental thesis is the abolition 
of war as a practice among nations. There is 
no surrender of any right except. the right to 
make war, though the resolution recognizes the 
right of self-defense against invasion or attack 
as an inherent and ineradicable right, just as 
the civil law recognizes this right in an indi- 
vidual. As a substitute for war, the Borah 
resolution proposes a court modeled upon our 
federal supreme court, but expressly provides 
that its judgments shall not be enforeed by war 
under any name or in any form, the enforcing 
power resting upon the force of enlightened 
public opinion. 
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tain Prospects For May 
(Riverside Press) 


The month of May is outside the rainy 
season period in California but quite heavy 
rains have occasionally fallen during that 
month, as the following reeord for Riverside 
will indieate. The April rainfall was light— 
only .52 of an inch as compared to .76 normal. 

In April, 1926, the rainfall was 6.76 inches. 
May rarely passes without some rain and 
showers; this month may bring the season’s 
total up to 15 inches.

The voters were asked to pass upon rival meas- 
ures for highway taxation and finance which 
the most competent legislature, employing ex- 
perts and holding extensive hearings, could 
not hope to pass upon intelligently without 
months of debate. Well-informed voters reach- 
ed a decision only after painstaking inquiry, 
while the mass of citizens, if they voted at all, 
must in the very nature of the case have been 
moved largely by such light or darkness as 
local and sectional prejudices throw upon the 
question. 

“In general, the voters were puzzled and 
benumbed by such an array of measures. One 
newspaper kept six men at work for months 
studying the question, and, of course, publish- 
ing the results. More than one educated and 
intelligent voter, unable to form so many opin- 
ions beforehand, took the newspaper to the 
polls and voted as therein instructed. 

‘The situation in California is no exception 
to the rule, but general in many states.’’

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What Causes Cycles of Depression 


When Mr. C. W. Barron told President Coo- 
lidge the other day that the United States was 
facing the dawn of a new era in which there 
ean be no such thing as a cycle of financial de- 
pression, he probably stated a fact. But if 
there were any doubt as to the entire accuracy 
of his prognostication, he took the first step 
toward making it a statement of fact when he 
uttered the forecast. 


For most of the ‘‘eyeles of financial de- 
pression’’ that have come upon the United 
States, or other countries, have resulted from 
the mistaken belief that such cycles must come 
at some ‘time. For some reason, the human 
mind seems to be unable to grasp the idea that 
prosperity, health and happiness are the nor- 
mal states of man, and that anything which 
interferes with these conditions is abnormal, 
and can be averted by constructive thinking. 
Of course, if a great body of people in the 
United States, or in any other country, reaches 
the conclusion in the midst of a period of great 
financial and industrial activity that, as the 
phrase goes, things are ‘too good to last, and 
begins preparing for a period of adversity, it 
will take the most effective step for bringing 
on that calamity. , 


The fortunate conditions of finance and in- 
dustry today upon which Mr. Barron based 
his forecast are undeniable facts. The Federal 
Reserve banking system, as he asserts, is doing 
its work with efficiency. American labor is 
well paid and contented. American industries 
are thriving. All these material conditions 
contribute to the maintenance of uninterrupted 
prosperity. But, on ‘the other hand, if any eon- 
siderable portion of the people of the United 
States, instead of following Mr. Barron’s 
sagacions lead, should begin prophesying evil, 
and preparing, as men prepare for hard times, 
by curtailing expenditures, and thereby les- 
sening opportunities for employment, the fac- 
tors now contributing to prosperity would be 
overcome. 

In the realm of international polities it has 
been demonstrated that if the maxim, ‘‘In time 
of peace prepare for war,’’ is given exagger- 
ated significance by the multiplication of com- 
petitive armaments, the war prepared for is 
apt to come. In the same way, too great ap- 
prehension in times of prosperity of a reac- 
tion, which is by no means necessary, is apt to 
make that reaction inevitable and disastrous.
